Sisterhood  Sabbath  Service 
Rescheduled  For  June  10 

To  facilitate  the  change  in  scheduling  of  its  guest 
speaker,  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  Human 
Rights  and  Humanitarian  Affairs  Richard 
Schifter,  Sisterhood  rescheduled  its  Sabbath  Ser¬ 
vice  to  Friday  evening,  June  10  at  8  p.m. 

Mr.  Schifter  was  a  member  of  the  advance  party 
that  went  to  the  Soviet  Union  to  prepare  for  the 
upcoming  Summit  Meeting  between  President 
Ronald  Reagan  and  General  Secretary  Mikhail 
Gorbachev.  It  was  this  trip  that  forced  the 
postponement  of  his  appearance  in  April  as 
speaker  at  the  Sisterhood  Sabbath  Service. 

Mr.  Schifter  is  the  authority  at  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  on  the  current  Soviet  regime  and  will  share 
his  insights  into  current  events  affecting  the  rela¬ 
tions  between  the  two  superpowers,  the  United 
States  and  the  USSR. 

Born  in  Vienna,  he  came  to  the  United  States 
in  1938.  He  graduated  summa  cum  laude  from 
CCNY  and  received  his  LL.B.  from  the  Yale  Law 
School.  Mr.  Schifter  practiced  law  for  30  years 
before  entering  government  service  full  time.  He 
has  served  as  Deputy  United  States  Representative 
in  the  Security  Council  of  the  United  Nations  with 
the  rank  of  Ambassador  and,  prior  to  that  post, 
held  the  position  of  United  States  member  of  the 
United  Nations  Human  Rights  Commission. 

On  Oneg  Shabbat  will  follow  the  service  dur¬ 
ing  which  Mr.  Shifter  will  answer  questions.

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A  Jewish  Hero 

I  mentioned  the  name  of  Dr.  Marek  Edelman 
in  a  sermon  recently.  He  is  a  remarkable  Jew  who 
still  lives  in  Warsaw.  As  a  youth,  during  the  war, 
he  was  one  of  leaders  of  the  Warsaw  Ghetto  upris¬ 
ing.  Today  he  succeeds  in  annoying  both  the  Polish 
government,  because  of  his  full  support  for 
Solidamosc,  and  the  establishment  Jewish  leaders 
from  around  the  world. 

You  may  have  read  in  The  New  York  Times  what 
happened  when  special  ceremonies  were  held  in 
Warsaw,  Lublin,  Krakow,  Majdanek,  etc. 
Numerous  visitors  from  Israel  and  around  the 
world  came  to  show  their  respect  for  the  millions 
who  perished  in  the  Holocaust.  Dr.  Edelman  put 
somewhat  of  a  damper  on  the  proceedings  by  mak¬ 
ing  a  statement  on  Jewish  heroism.  He  stated  that 
the  real  heroes  were  not  the  resistance  fighters 
with  weapons  —  “it  is  easy  to  fight  back  when 
armed”  —  but  rather  those  who  went  silently  to 
their  death  with  quiet  dignity! 

He  also  spoke  up  for  those  Polish  Jewish  leaders 
who  opposed  not  only  the  Nazis,  but  also  the 
Soviet  occupation  of  their  country.  He  organiz¬ 
ed  a  demonstration  to  remember  two  martyred 
leaders  of  the  Jewish  Socialist  Bund,  Vikor  Alter 
and  Henryk  Ehrlich.  Both  were  murdered  on 
Stalin’s  orders  in  1941 .  These  two  men  had  dared 
to  speak  out  against  the  Soviet-Nazi  invasion  of 
Poland  and  were  falsely  accused  of  espionage. 

Of  course,  such  memories  are  inconvenient  for 
the  present  Polish  government,  but  we  Jews  must 
be  honest  enough  to  remember  our  martyrs, 
whoever  killed  them. 

Dr.  Edelman  does  not  consider  himself  a  hero. 
It  seems  to  me  however  that  he  is  one  of  the  most 
courageous  Jews  I  have  heard  about.

!  6: 15  a.m.  My  radio  springs  to  life.  After  hear¬ 
ing  the  weather,  transit  and  travel  reports  and  a 
smattering  of  the  news,  within  minutes  I  am  in 
the  shower.  Fully  dressed  and  shaved,  I  am  ready 
to  leave  my  apartment  just  before  7  a.m.  It  is  a 
fifteen  minute  brisk  walk  to  the  synagogue,  and 
because  of  the  coolness  of  the  air  at  that  time  of 
the  morning,  the  brisk  walk  is  refreshing.  It  is 
still  twilight  and  silent,  perhaps  the  most  beautiful 
time  of  day  in  Manhattan.  By  7:15  a.m.  I  am  at 
the  synagogue. 

I  am  not  in  mourning  for  the  death  of  a  loved 
one;  I  do  not  have  yahrzeit;  yet,  every  weekday 
a  number  of  individuals  of  our  congregaton,  are 
there.  I  try  to  make  it  every  day ;  a  habit.  And  I’ve 
grown  to  love  going  to  the  daily  morning  minyan. 

All  of  us  are  aware  of  the  grandeur  of  the  Shab- 
bat,  festival  and  High  Holy  Day  servies  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  Our  fine  Hazzan  and  Choir 
and  the  eloquent  sermons  from  our  Rabbis  can 
hardly  be  matched  at  any  synagogue  anywhere. 
Yet,  within  our  huge,  successful  congregation, 
some  of  us  crave  a  certain  intimacy  not  only  with 

lr  Rabbis,  but  also  with  our  fellow  congregants, 
fo  a  certain  degree  we  are  restrained  at  Sabbath 
and  festival  services  from  active  participation  as 
individuals,  including  learning  to  lead  services 
as  Baal  Tefilah,  reading  of  the  Torah,  participating 
as  a  Gabbai,  or  even  receiving  the  honor  of  an 
aliyah. 

The  morning  minyan  provides  me  with  just  the 
right  informal  setting  for  prayer  with  kavanah 
(devotion)  in  an  atmosphere  where  men  and 
women  participate  equally.  Newcomers  and  old 
standbys  alike  are  welcomed  to  learn,  to  pray,  to 
help  our  neighbors  who  are  obligated  to  say  kad- 
dish,  to  have  a  feeling  of  comraderie  with  a  small 
but  growing  group  of  individuals  who  keep  the 
flame  of  our  tradition  alive. 

Each  day  either  Rabbi  Lincoln  or  Rabbi 
Wechsler  delivers  a  short  Dvar  Torah  allowing 
each  of  us  to  leave  the  service  with  a  nugget  of 
knowledge  about  our  Jewish  heritage. 

By  8  a .  m .  the  service  is  finished  and  coffee  and 
cake  are  served  for  those  who  can  linger.  Most 
often  I  cannot  stay  because  of  the  demands  of  the 

usy  day  that  awaits  me  at  my  office.  But  this 
island  of  time  that  starts  the  day  offers  a  spiritual 
relief  from  the  pressures  of  daily  life  and  I  begin 
each  day  refreshed ,  ready  to  meet  any  challenge.

Parent:  What  did  you  do  in  school  today? 
Student:  Nothing. 

Parent:  You  must  have  done  something. 
Student:  Well,  we  watched  a  movie  .  .  .  baked 
some  cookies.  .  .  sang  some  songs .  .  .did  some 
painting  .  .  . 

Sound  familiar?  In  an  effort  to  counter  a  lack 
of  communication,  the  school  has  made  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  keep  a  channel  of  communication  open 
between  school  and  home  to  keep  parents  inform¬ 
ed  of  school  activities  and  in  a  real  way  answer¬ 
ing  the  common  question  of  parents:  “Why  am 
I  sending  my  child  to  Religious  School  for  an  ex¬ 
tra  6  hours  of  religious  schooling  a  week  when 
he/she  could  be  outside  playing  or  at  home  com¬ 
pleting  homework  and  getting  to  bed  at  a  decent 
hour?” 

While  recognizing  that  the  highlight  programs 
leave  the  strongest  impressions,  parallel  to  these 
programs,  a  curriculum  is  being  followed  which 
will  result  in  the  following  goals  being  met: 

1 .  the  ability  to  partic  ipate  fully  both  in  prayer 
and  in  Torah  chanting  in  a  religious  service; 

2.  to  learn  the  building  blocks— vocabulary  and 
grammatical  skills — of  the  Hebrew  language 
to  be  able  to  pursue  the  study  of  the  Hebrew 
language  when  more  time  permits; 

3.  to  be  familiar  with  the  customs  and  tradi¬ 
tions  of  Jewish  holidays  and  life-cycle  events ; 

4.  to  grasp  the  depth  and  interweaving  of  Jewish 
history  and  religious  roots; 

5.  to  love  the  State  of  Israel  and  be  concerned 
about  its  welfare; 

6.  to  place  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  as  the  home 
community  and  caring  family  of  our  students 
during  their  childhood.

We  look 
forward  to  next  year  with  more  activities,  both 
social  and  educational ;  an  expanded  sports 
program  and  participation  in  regional 
Kadima-USY  programs.” 

Mrs,  Degani: 

“We  had  a  Garden  of  Good  Deeds,  Gan 
Ma’asim  Tovim,  posted  on  the  Bulletin  Board. 
Students  were  encouraged  to  do  good  deeds 
and  to  tell  about  them  in  class.  Each  good  deed 
received  a  floral  petal  in  our  garden.”

“Our  students  Hebrew  language  achievement 
is  outstanding.  Several  of  our  students  sub¬ 
mitted  compositions  which  were  accepted  for 
publication  in  TovLichtov,  a  national  Hebrew 
composition  contest.  We  have  also  introduc¬ 
ed  this  year  a  new  Hebrew  program,  Madregot

“The  curriculum  of  the  Alef  grade  was  enrich¬ 
ed  in  several  areas:  the  establishment  of  the 
Kiddush  club,  in  which  students  who  mastered 
the  entire  Kiddush  received  an  engraved  per¬ 
sonal  Kiddish  Cup;  each  class  had  its  turn  to

This  question  was  asked  by  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  members  Pat  and  Alan  Davidson  upon 
their  return  from  a  trip  to  Israel  this  past  month.

During  their  ten  day  stay  they  were  enthralled 
by  the  countryside  aglow  with  flowers;  aghast  at 
the  empty  streets,  shops,  restuarants,  hotels.  They 
were  amazed  to  see  large  Christian  groups,  their 
buses  ablaze  with  the  names  of  their  churches, 
marching  through  the  Old  City  of  Jerusalem.  But 
where  are  the  American  Jews? 

In  his  editorial  in  the  May  issue  of  the 
BULLETIN,  Rabbi  Wechsler  urged  all  of  us  to  visit 
Israel,  and  soon.  We,  American  Jews,  perceive 
Israel  and  its  current  political  crisis  through  the 
eyes  of  our  media.  The  Davidsons  also  urge  us 
to  visit  Israel  and  see  for  ourselves.  Talk  to  Israelis. 
Form  our  own  judgments  based  upon  what  we 
see  with  our  own  eyes  and  hear  with  our  own  ears. 

As  never  before  Israel  needs  us  and  our 
presence.  And  Israel  is  a  travel  bargain  as  never 
before.  If  summer  travel  plans  take  us  to  Europe 
this  summer,  surely  we  can  extend  our  stay  for 
a  few  more  days  and  get  on  a  plane  for  the  short 
flight  to  Israel,  our  home  away  from  home.  Now 

the  time  for  all  of  us  American  Jews  to  express 
our  solidarity  with  our  Israeli  cousins.  By  doing 
so,  don’t  we  assure  that  we  will  remain  one  nation?
